PRRREztY He effet of Ralph Strarkyes Bill is, That the Suppliant payd 700. pounds for diſ-ingagin 
val arg is Father 70bn Starkyes Lands, in the Countie of Cheſter , vpon his Fathers promiſc 
ESR 0 hauc the ſame Lands (worth 600. pounds per annam) eſtated vpon him and his 
Heires in Remainder after the death of his Father (who is now dead) and of Huzh his eldeſt 
Brother without iſſue male, who alſo dycd before the Suppliants Father withour iſlue male. 

That one Tame Wilkinſon ſeruant to the Suppliants Father (hauing by cunning meanes with- 
drawne the ſaid 10hn Starkye his affetion from his Vite and your Suppliant) procured her ſelfe 
to be marryed to Henry Starkye , the Suppliants youngeſt Brother, and obtayned a Conueyance 
to be made of the ſaid Lands by the ſaid 1ohn Starkye tothe ſaid Henry, and his iſſue male, the Re- 
mainder ouer to the Suppliant in tayle, by Deededated the laſt day of Auguſt, ano g. 1acobs. 

In which Conueyance neuertheleſle there is power reſerued to 10hn Starkye to limit new Vſes 
by Decd or Will, or to reuoke the ſame. 

According to which power, and in conſideration of a generall Releaſe of all Demands made 
by the Suppliant to his Father, the Father did by Will limit the vſe of the ſame Lands, imme- 
diately after his death, to the Suppliant in tayle.

The Prince his Counſell ( retayned by Henry Starkye) nin the late Lord Chancel- 
lor, That the ſaid Proceedings in Chancerie tended to the derogation of his Highneſle Turiſdi&i- 
on in the Countic Palatine of Cheſter; the ſaid Lord Chancellor referred the conſideration of 
the ſaid point of Iuriſdiftion to ſeuerall Maſters of the ſaid Court of Chancerie - who hauing ra- 
ken paines in the ſame matter, and peruſed Preſidents for that purpoſe; reported the Suppli- 
ants Suit to be Legall and determinable in Chancerie. 

Notwithſtanding which ſaid Reports and Preſidents, and the Non-reſidencie of the Sup- 
pliant, and of Maſe out of Cheſhire, and that tenne of the Suppliants materiall Witneſſes are 
dead; whole teſtimonies taken in Chancerte, will not be allowed in the Exchequer of Che#er, 
but held as Coram non Indice : the late Lord Chancellor hath delayed to giue a finall Order for 
the Suppliant to proceed in the ſaid Cauſe now foure yeeres, ſo that the Suppliant could hauec 
no fruit of his Suit in Chancerte. 


He Suppliants Suit is, to haue all the ſaid Lands,whereof his Father was ſcized 28. Auguſt. 

9.1acobt , to remayne and be to the Suppliant and his Heires in tayle, according to his Fa-
